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AWARD FOR HERO OF 
CYCLE CRASH HORROR

A HARLOW firefighter who took part in 
a gruesome life-or-death battle to save a 
teenage cyclist who suffered horrific 
injuries after falling of his bike is to 
receive a top national life-saving honour. 

Jack Pollock’s skull was so badly smashed when 
he fell of his bike while cycling in Cumbria that his 
brain was left exposed. 

Only the swift intervention of James Taylor (41), 
who lives in Harlow, and Chris Tomlinson (43), 
from Penrith, brought Mr Pollock back from the 
brink of death. 

Now both Mr Taylor and Mr Tomlinson are to 
receive Royal Humane Society certificates of com¬ 
mendation for their life-saving actions. 

The accident happened on the A592 Kirkstone 
Pass at Patterdale, Cumbria, on August 7. Mr 
Pollock and another youth were cycling down a 
very steep hill at a speed of about 30-35 mph when 
Mr Pollock fell off his bike. 

Mr Tomlinson was following in a van but could 
not keep up with them, while Mr Taylor and his 
family were in a separate vehicle coming up the 
hill when they came upon the accident. 

“We were on our way to Lake Windermere when 
we came across the scene of the accident,” said Mr 
Taylor. “It was such a remote spot that at first I 
thought a sheep must have been killed or injured, 
but when I got out of the car to have a closer look

I realised it was something far more serious.” 

Signalling to his wife Jo, who is also a firefight¬ 
er, to help, the couple rushed to Mr Pollock's aid. 
“He was in a terrible state and was drifting in and 
out of consciousness,” he said. 

“As Chris [Tomlinson] held him and tried to 
reassure him, we put the first aid and trauma train¬ 
ing we receive from the fire service into practice 
and tried our best to stem the blood flow and keep 
his airways open until the paramedics turned up.”

The happy couple were supported 
through the labour by midwife Rona 
Drumm, who added: "We were 
unaware of the time, and didn't realise 
the significance until he was born and 
my colleague said it out loud.” 

The family are now looking forward to 
going home and introducing Oliver to 
his older brother, Jack (3).

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MP backs action 
on energy tariffs 
but Labour says 
it is not enough 

GOVERNMENT plans to help 
households find cheaper energy 
deals by reducing the number of tar¬ 
iffs on offer have been given a warm 
welcome by Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon. 

The Prime Minister said he want¬ 
ed suppliers to offer customers their 
best value tariffs - including one 
fixed and variable rate option - and 
scrap discounts for those receiving 
both electricity and gas from one 
supplier. 

Energy firms will also be restrict¬ 
ed to a maximum of four tariffs for 
each type of fuel and will have to 
make bills simpler for customers to 
understand. 

Mr Halfon said it would help to 
reduce the costs of gas and electrici¬ 
ty for thousands of Harlow residents. 

“The Prime Minister promised to 
take action to get people the lowest 
tariffs and he has delivered,” said Mr 
Halfon. 

“Households across Harlow will 
welcome this move to get their ener¬ 
gy bills down. This action shows that 
the Government is serious about 
helping people with the cost of liv¬ 
ing.” 

But Suzy Stride, Labour’s parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Harlow, said 
her party would have gone one step 
further by creating a new regulatory 
body to force energy suppliers to 
pass on savings to customers. 

“A few weeks ago David Cameron 
promised to force energy companies 
to put everyone on the cheapest tariff. 
Instead all he has done is reduce the 
number of tariffs on offer!” she said. 

“The UK energy market needs 
reforming. For too long large energy 
suppliers have passed on disgraceiul 
price rises, often without little justifi¬ 
cation, to hard-pressed customers.”

REVELLERS are being urged to 
put safety first when 
celebrating this Christmas by 
using a free smartphone app 
developed by Harlow Council to 
check whether their taxi is 
properly licensed. 

The council staged a 
promotional event for the Taxi 
Check Live! service in the town 
centre on Friday to highlight 
how easy it is to mistake a 
bogus cab for the real thing by 
decking out a vehicle with a 
light-up taxi sign and fake 
driver authentication 
certificate. 

The app, which was developed 
by Harlow Council's IT and 
licensing teams with help from 
technology company Firmstep, 
allows users to check instantly 
whether a cab is licensed by 


checking its registration plate 
against the council's database. 
Licensing committee chairman 
Ian Beckett, who attended the 
event with local police and 
council officers, said: "It is an 
app that will benefit anyone 
but it's important to know this 
is prevention rather than cure. 
"What's brilliant about the 
service is that it is live, it's in 
real-time. This means that if a 
taxi's licence is removed at 
11pm, then at 11.01pm the app 
will show that." 

The council has already been 
approached by other local 
authorities across the UK 
interested in operating the 
scheme in their areas.

Because the accident was in 
such a remote spot it took 
almost 40 minutes for the air 
ambulance to arrive, by which 
time Mr Taylor feared the 
worst for the teenager. 

“Seeing the extent of his 
injuries, I really didn’t think 
he would make it to the hospi¬ 
tal,” he said. “I thought that if 
by some miracle he did make 
it he would still be left perma¬ 
nently brain-damaged, so to 
hear now that less than six 
months later he’s back at 
school is incredible." 

Mr Taylor, who works 
alongside his wife at Harlow 
Fire Station, said he was hon¬ 
oured to have been chosen to 
receive the life-saving award. 

“To be honest I was just 
doing what my training had 


prepared me to do,” he said. 
“My wife also deserves spe¬ 
cial praise for all she did; it 
was just fortunate that we 
were in the right place at the 
right time to be able to help.” 

RHS secretary Dick 
Wilkinson said: “These two 
men were faced with a horrif¬ 
ic scene as this young man 
suffered a smashed skull. The 
skin from his forehead was 
detached and covering his 
face and his brain was 
exposed. 

“There is little doubt that 
Mr Taylor and Mr Tomlinson 
made the difference between 
life and death.” 

He added: “They were, 
quite frankly, the right people 
in the right place at the right 
time and they both richly 
deserve the awards they are to 
receive.”

THE family of a young boy left severely 
disabled following a bungled birth at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital are set to be 
awarded a major payout after the NHS 
Trust admitted liability for his injuries. 

The youngster - who cannot be named for legal 
reasons - is likely to need round-the-clock care for 
the rest of his life after being diagnosed with cere¬ 
bral palsy following complications with his birth 
back in 2009. 

His parents have been seeking answers from the 
hospital ever since and last month received a letter 
of apology from PAH chief executive Melanie 
Walker. 

They have now been 
granted an interim com¬ 
pensation payment of 
£150,000 while further 
details of their son’s care 
package are considered by 
the trust’s solicitors. 

This week the boy’s 
father told the Star he was 
relieved the hospital had 
finally admitted its fail¬ 
ings, but said the three- 
year wait for an apology 
was “unacceptable”. 

“We’ve been met with a 
wall of silence ever since 
my son’s birth and for them 
to turn around now and say 
a quick sorry just isn’t 
good enough,” he said. 

“All we’ve had from the 
hospital is a brief letter of 
apology from the chief 
executive and it’s taken 
them over three years just 
to do that. 

“They have no idea of 
the pain, suffering and 
frustration we have been 
put through as a family, 
and although I’m relieved 
that we have finally man¬ 
aged to secure some kind 
of financial help to be able 
to provide for our son’s 
future, I’m incredibly 
angry with the shambolic 
way the hospital has han¬ 
dled this.” 

In the letter sent to the 
family, Ms Walker apolo¬ 
gised for the standard of 
midwifery and obstetric 
management the couple 
received and said the trust 
had accepted that “with 
earlier delivery [the child] 
would have avoided injury 
and cerebral palsy”. 

A trust spokesman said: 

“No words or length of 
apology can ever express 
how sorry we are for the 
level of care which the 
baby received. 

“We must make clear 
that at no point have we 
slowed the process of 
admitting liability. This is a 
complicated case and the 
speed of our admission has 
been directed solely by the 
speed of the legal process, 
which we do not dictate.” 

He added: “Our proce¬ 
dures have been investigat¬ 
ed and any necessary 
changes made.”

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MY VIEW FROM 
WESTMINSTER

I WOULD like to start this column by 
wishing every Star reader a very 
Merry Christmas and a wonderful 2013. 
As this is my last column of 2012,1 
thought that it would be a good 
opportunity to set out an annual report 
to residents. 

Education and skills 

Along with Harlow College and Anglia 
Ruskin, I worked hard to get the 
Government to commit to building a 
new University Technical College in 
Harlow. This is a pre-apprentice school 
for 600 young people aged 14-19 which 
will open in September 2014. 

There are only a handful of these 
schools around the country at the 
moment, so it is fantastic for Harlow 
that we will have one. 

Employment 

The jobs situation remains tough but 
there is some good news. Over the past 
six or seven months, 600 jobs have 
come back to Harlow. 

I have also organised a huge Harlow 
Jobs Fair which attracted 85 
businesses and where many hundreds 
of vacancies and apprenticeships were 
on offer. Nearly 2,000 jobseekers 
attended to look for work. I hope to do 
another jobs fair next year. 

Cutting fuel duty 

Regular Star readers will know that 
fuel duty has been the number one 
issue that residents contact me on and 
for 18 months I have been campaigning 
on this to try to keep petrol costs 
down. 

Thousands of Harlow people have 
signed my online petrol promise 
petition and as a result the 
Government stopped two fuel duty 
rises this year and have cancelled the 
planned January and April rises next 
year. All this means that our petrol 
duty is lOp cheaper in tax terms. 
Through more campaigning, I have 
been able to pressure the Office of Fair 
Trading into an enquiry into why oil 
companies keep prices high at the 
pump. 

Community work 

I am passionate about Harlow and that 
is why I visited 350 local organisations 
including schools and charities during 
this year. But it's not just about 
visiting, it's about getting stuck in. 

In October I participated in a week of 
social action, volunteering at different 
community groups such as Harlow 
Foodbank and Harlow CreditSave. 

Where possible, I try to help with 
fundraising and was able to secure 
£5,000 for PACT for Autism, a charity 
run by Sam Fancett that looks after 
Harlow children with autism and 
related issues. They do amazing work, 
and I was pleased to be able to help 
them. 

National issues 

Finally, many residents ask me about 
immigration. The good news is that it 
has gone down by 25 per cent, with 
60,000 fewer people coming to Britain. 
The economy is also slowly healing, 
with 1.2 million new jobs created in the 
private sector.

'Unqualified' ambulance staff 
sent out on emergency calls 


UNQUALIFIED ambulance staff are 
being sent on emergency calls in the 
Star patch to provide cover after 
changes to staff rotas, it was claimed 
this week. 

A source within the East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust spoke out 
after employees said the morale of staff 
was low and they lacked confidence in 
bosses who are making changes to crew 
numbers. 

The EEAST employee said: “The 
trust states it is increasing cover where it 
is needed, but these increases are IT Vs 
[intermediate tier vehicles] manned by 
unqualified emergency care assistants. 

“These new assistants are not clini¬ 
cally qualified to assess and treat 
patients so sometimes a car will be wait¬ 
ing with a patient, creating a reduction 
in cover while they cannot attend anoth¬ 
er incident and waiting an unacceptable 
amount of time with patients who are in 
serious need of immediate hospital 
treatment.” 


Another disgruntled member of staff 
added: “We’re not coping at the moment 
so it will only get worse. They are tak¬ 
ing clinicians off the road and putting 
them in control centres. 

“Our morale is so low and we are so 
stressed. It’s a total shambles.” 

But an EEAST spokesman said the 
IT Vs were proving to be a more effi¬ 
cient way of transporting patients who 
required little clinical supervision. 

“This is a more effective and efficient 
way of managing this transport need 
rather than using a more highly skilled 
paramedic simply as a driver or trans¬ 
port resource, so they can then be avail¬ 
able for patients who need a higher level 
of clinical care,” he said. 

“The impact of these changes is 
being closely monitored by the trust 
board to ensure clinical quality, patient 
safety and staff welfare is not affected 
and reviewed so that any gap in demand 
following the revisions is addressed 
immediately.” 
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Jogger dies after collapsing during run 


A JOGGER who collapsed 
while out on a morning run 
in Harlow has died in hospi¬ 
tal. 

The 62-year-old man, 
whose name has not been 
released by police, was dis¬ 


covered slumped on the 
grass area opposite The 
Water Gardens last Wednes¬ 
day. 

He was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital after 
suffering what was desc¬ 


ribed as a “major internal 
head injury” but died the 
following day. 

Police have confirmed 
his death is not being treat¬ 
ed as suspicious and a file 
has been sent to the coroner. 


HARLOW’S premier live music 
venue will be rocking into the next 
decade after securing a 10-year 
extension on its lease. 

The long-term future of The Square had 
looked uncertain ever since the building's 
owners - Circle Housing Group - 
announced plans to redevelop the adjacent 
YWCA block into new flats. 

Initially, the housing association 
planned to demolish the tower block in 
Fourth Avenue to make way for a purpose- 
built development, raising questions over 
what would happen to the neighbouring 
venue. 

But as reported in the Star last week, 
Circle have now shelved plans to pull 
down the block and instead propose to 
refurbish the existing building. 

As part of the project it has also offered 
The Square a lease extension until 2022. 

This week promoter and business part¬ 
ner Adam Smith said the venue’s manage¬ 
ment team were “relieved” to finally know 
where they stand. 

“We've come a long way since we took 
over almost five years ago now”, he said. 
“Up until now the long-term future of The 
Square was always in doubt and that has 
held us back a bit in terms of what we want 
to do with the venue to take it forwards. 

“This lease extension now gives us the 
security we need to start making plans 
again, so it’s a very exciting time for us.”

Adam said business owners SquareOne 
Entertainment would now be exploring the 
possibility of opening up the venue during 
the day to offer music tuition. 

“We’ve really been running the venue as 
a non-profit venture so far, putting all the 
proceeds into making sure we stay open 
from day-to-day, but we’ll now be looking 
at ways we can start bringing in extra 
money to do other things,” he said. 

“One of the things we’re looking at is to 
use The Square as an education centre for 
all things music, whether that's instrument 
tuition, sound production or lighting.” 

Although Circle Housing Group has not 
yet pledged any money towards a potential 
refurbishment of the venue, Adam added 
that the team remained hopeful of securing 
funding to modernise the building in line 
with the new development next-door. 

“Nothing’s really been said yet about 
refurbishing the venue itself, but we’re 
obviously hoping that Circle will look at 
revamping the exterior so it fits in with the 
shiny new flats! 

“But the most important thing is that 
we’ve now got the security of a 10-year 
lease, so as long as we can keep the busi¬ 
ness viable, people in Harlow will be able 
to enjoy live music here for a long time to 
come.”

SIR, Letters from local politicans 
regarding the Gilden Way proposals 
have wagged fingers and said this is 
not a political issue. I would argue it is 
very much a political issue but what 
the people of Harlow will not thank its 
elected members for will be making it 
a political football. 

At last week’s special council meeting 
I attempted to address a number of 
questions including the following: 

Does Harlow have significant housing 
needs? Yes, the number of those 
aspiring for their first home and in 
need of moving out of cramped 
housing conditions is a regular feature 
of all councillors’ mailboxes. 

Will the Gilden Way proposals address 
that problem? Only marginally. I have 
not seen evidence that recent housing 
developments have had a significant 
impact on housing need in Harlow. 

Do we have a responsibility to the 
protection of the environmental, 
cultural and historical aspects of our 
town? Of course we do. Harlow still 
retains much of its unique design 
features although increasingly on the 
outskirts of the town. It is our heritage 
and, as elected representatives, 
councillors inherit a responsibility for 
its maintenance. 

The opposition to the Gilden Way 
proposals are not, in my opinion, an 
issue of NIMBYism. It is a question of 
considering if what is proposed is the 
right development, in the right place, 
at the right time. I believe the Gilden 
Way proposals are the wrong 
development in the wrong place at any 
time. 

So we wait for legal advice on the 
possibilities of referring this to a 
judicial review. I have to say I am not 
optimistic that route will be viable, not 
because of the substantial costs but 


because the advice is likely to suggest 
that such a route would not enable us 
to turn the current decision around. 
Should that be the case, a continued, 
collective community campaign with 
the full support of all the political 
parties is what will be needed. There is 
a strong history of public opinion 
triumphing over poor legislation. If all 
else fails, let’s hope that this is the 
beginning not the end.

Rescue team scrambled to save

A KITTEN narrowly avoided 
losing one its nine lives 
after getting stuck in an 
underground drainage pipe 
in Harlow.

The kitten was checked by 
a vet immediately after her 
ordeal. 

Firefighter Steve Harrison, 
who helped with the rescue, 
is now adopting the kitten 
from the RSPCA Stort 
Valley branch.

ESSEX County Council is poised to 
outsource more of its services in a bid 
to save £200m over four years. 

The Conservative-run authority wants to 
pit existing council departments against 
external suppliers in a bid to get more for its 
money. 

In a report circulated to cabinet members 
on Friday, council leader Peter Martin said 
the move would help the authority mitigate 
against further cuts to its funding from cen¬ 
tral Government by building upon the 
£3 00m of efficiency savings it had already 
made over the past four years. 

The proposals - dubbed ‘Transformation 
Mark II’ by the council - are expected to 
cost almost £2m to implement, with 
£540,000 set aside for what the report refers 
to as “people and change costs”. 

Although the council has said it is too 
early to say if the planned changes would 
result in job losses, the report warned one of 
the main risks of the cost-cutting scheme 
would be the “significant loss of experi¬ 
enced staff and corporate knowledge”. 

The report also outlines plans to combine 
the roles of director of children’s services 
and director of adult services in a further bid 
to cut costs by streamlining its management 
structure. 

Deputy council leader David Finch said: 
“We are in a good position to weather the 
current squeeze on public funding but it is 
vital we continually look at how we deliver 
and run our services in the face of even . 
greater financial restrictions in the ^ 
future. 

“This means that we have to step 
up to the plate and make some bold 
and radical decisions. However, while 
we need to make savings we are com- ‘ 
mitted to ensuring that our residents 
are at the heart of every decision we 
take. 

“We still need to fully work through 
the details, but the plans we have outlined 
show the innovative approach we are seek¬ 
ing to take to protect, maintain and develop 
our services for those who most need them.” 

But while the authority claims the propos¬ 
als will give its services “greater flexibility”, 
Labour county councillor for Harlow West 
Tony Durcan said opposition members were 
becoming increasingly concerned with 
ECC’s approach to local government. 

“Although it’s clear that efficiency sav¬ 


ings have to be made, there are far better 
ways of doing this than by commissioning 
out services to private firms,” he said. “The 
Tory administration seems to be obsessed 
with courting the private sector without even 
considering how to fill the gaps in its serv¬ 
ice provision internally. 

“This is a bad idea and for proof you need 
only look at what happened last week fol¬ 
lowing the slow response of Essex 


Highways - one of the of the council’s exist¬ 
ing private partnership ventures - to the 
region’s first snowfall, which caused 
absolute havoc on the roads around Harlow.” 

He added: “These proposals have worry¬ 
ing implications for the future of our public 
services. What will happen to local account¬ 
ability and local responsibility and how will 
the people of Essex have a proper say in how 
they are governed?”

Group's Christmas wish to 
stop threat of 'silent killer' 


A GROUP set up to raise 
awareness of the dangers of 
carbon monoxide in the 
home is using Christmas to 
reinforce its message. 

Former Harlow resident 
Melissa Matthews (26) 
launched CO Angels in 2010 
with Stacey Rodgers and 
Vikki Courtman after they 
each lost a loved one to car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning. 

Recent statistics from the 
Department of Health show 
that 50 people die from CO 
poisoning - which is often 
mistaken for the flu - each 
year and a further 4,000 are 
treated in hospital. 

A highly poisonous gas 
that has no colour, taste or 
smell, CO can be released by 


faulty fuel-burning appli¬ 
ances including boilers, 
chimneys, gas cookers and 
water heaters. 

Signs of carbon monoxide 
poisoning include 

headaches, dizziness, nau¬ 
sea, breathlessness and loss 
of consciousness. These 
improve when you leave 
home but return once back 
inside, and can appear to be 
worse when gas or other fuel- 
burning appliances are in 
use. 

Melissa, whose brother 
died from carbon monoxide 
poisoning caused by a faulty 
grill in his Harlow flat, said: 
“The one thing on all of our 
Christmas wish lists this year 
is that as many people as 


possible hear our message to 
protect themselves and their 
families against this silent 
killer. 

“Sadly Stacey, Vikki and I 
know first hand how it feels 
to lose a loved one to carbon 
monoxide poisoning and 
because of this we are urging 
others, especially at this time 
of year, to remember to make 
sure homes are safe from car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning.” 

The CO Angels are advis¬ 
ing people to buy and install 
an audible CO alarm, which 
are available at DIY stores 
for around £12-£15, and are 
urging them to get fuel burn¬ 
ing appliances checked and 
maintained by a reputable 
Gas Safe registered engineer.

A HARLOW secondary school 
has impressed education insp¬ 
ectors by leaping from ‘satis¬ 
factory’ to ‘outstanding’ in just 
two years. 

The Ofsted inspection team 
which visited Burnt Mill Academy, 
in First Avenue, last month graded 
every area as ‘outstanding’. 

According to staff they even set 
aside an hour of their inspection to 
uncover bad behaviour or negative 
points - and found nothing. 

Headteacher Helena Mills, who 
took over the reins three years ago - 
described the glowing report as 
“wonderful news” but insisted staff 
would not rest on their laurels. 

“The reason we are ‘outstanding’ 
is because we are not working to 
please Ofsted,” she said. “What they 
found is us doing business as usual. 

“My view is every child only gets 
one chance at a secondary education 
and we are responsible for making

sure they achieve the absolute best 
possible by the time they leave us. 

“We do all of this every single 
day.” 

The school had its last full Ofsted 
inspection in July 2010. At that time 
the inspectors concluded it was pro¬ 
viding a ‘satisfactory’ education to 
its students - the lowest grading a 
school can be given without being 
classed as ‘inadequate’ and told to 
make urgent improvements. 

But by the time inspectors 
returned for a monitoring visit in 
November last year, they found Ms 
Mills and her team had already 
brought the school up to a ‘good’ 
grading - and its continued 
improvement in the following 12 
months has now seen it come out top 
of the class with the best rating pos¬ 
sible. 


Ms Mills, who leads by example 
and still teaches two hours per week, 
said: “Teaching now has to be out¬ 
standing for a school to be given that 
grading overall. There cannot be any 
inadequate teaching. 

“By still teaching myself, I get a 
real insight into how our systems 
work and any challenges my staff 
may face. 

“We have invested in very talent¬ 
ed teachers and we now work much 
closer with parents and give them 
more information.” 

She added that the challenge now 
for staff was to sustain the students’ 
rate of progress and attainment. 

“Lots of people have said I must 
be looking to move on now we’ve 
reached outstanding, but my worry 
would be that the work of the last 
three years could so easily be 
undone very quickly if we don’t 
keep pushing. 

“There is still a lot I want to 
achieve here.” 


Council calls for details 
of ex-leader's expenses 


THE former leader of Essex 
County Council could still face 
civil proceedings over the exp¬ 
enses claims he submitted dur¬ 
ing his time in charge of the 
authority. 

Disgraced peer Lord Hanni- 
ngfield - whose real name is 
Paul White - served nine weeks 
of a nine-month prison sentence 
last year after being found 
guilty of fiddling his parliamen¬ 
tary expenses to the tune of 
almost £14,000. He was freed in 
September 2011. 

Following his conviction, 
Essex Police started an investi¬ 
gation into his council expenses 
claims but last month dropped 


their inquiries after failing to 
find sufficient evidence for a 
prosecution. 

At a meeting on Monday, 
members of the county coun¬ 
cil’s audit committee asked offi¬ 
cers to compile a detailed report 
before deciding whether to take 
legal action. 

They made the request for 
more information after being 
shown an initial report claiming 
that some transactions made 
using his ECC credit card had 
not been supported by receipts. 

The report also highlighted 
other apparent discrepancies 
and said several other people 
may have had access to the card.

£1.50 per child.

O UR recent article on 
the positively 
continental atmosphere 
of the Moot House cafe 
brought memories flooding 
back for one Nostalgia reader.

“What the audience was unaware of were 
the severe migraines and vertigo she has been 
experiencing since August and throughout the 
performance,” said Kim. 

Ellie received her award from local radio 
presenter Dave Monk, who told the audience 
“The judges looked for someone who has 


shown great courage, determination and a 
positive attitude. 

“All of the children in this category are 
bright and shining examples of courage, but 
Ellie is one of the brightest stars.” 

After the ceremony, Ellie said: “The other 
children were amazing and all worked so hard. 
I am so proud to have received the award.” 

Last month a picture painted by Ellie was 
auctioned in aid of Little Havens Hospice and 
raised £2,500.

GROANWORTHY jokes, swoonsome 
songs, a colossal giant and a 
sprinkling of magic - The Playhouse 
has got Christmas all wrapped up 
with its dazzling new pantomime. 

Most people will know the story of the 
boy who sells his family’s cow for a 
handful of magic beans so the plot of this 
hilarious production should be familiar to 
anyone who has read the classic fairytale. 
Pui Fan Lee, best known as a presenter on 
CBeebies, is engaging and entertaining in 
the lead role, but as always with panto it’s 
the comic relief provided by the panto 
dame - in this case Dame Trott played by 
director Nicholas Collett and ‘her’ 
sidekick, the loopy Billy (seasoned panto 
performer Jezo) - that really stands out. 
The pair provide the bulk of the belly 
laughs and seem to have an innate ability

As you’d expect, there are jokes a-plenty 
throughout the production and the 
traditional double-entendres are carried off 
with great aplomb to wring knowing 
snickers from adult members of the 
audience. 

The sets are simply breathtaking, and 
special credit should be given for the 
special effects team for managing to make 
the giant so believable on stage. The 
vibrant costumes, meanwhile, seem to 
add to the unrelenting enthusiasm of the 
cast as a whole. 

In terms of singing, Danielle Black as Jill

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Tolkien's ring cycle Is 
a hard hobbit to break 



THERE is a moment early on in 
director Peter Jackson’s epic 
fantasy adventure when Gandalf 
The Grey turns to diminutive hero 
Bilbo Baggins and counsels: “All 
good stories deserve 
embellishment.” 

There’s no doubt Jackson and co¬ 
writers Fran Walsh, Philippa Boyens 
and Guillermo del Toro have taken 
the wise wizard’s words to heart. 
Visually stunning flashbacks are 
roughly hewn into a sprawling 
narrative that doesn’t kick into 
second gear for a good 45 minutes. 
The decision to shoot the film in 3D 
at the higher rate of 48 frames per 
second compared to the usual 24 
frames will divide audiences. 
Everything looks cleaner and crisper 
- you can see the stitching on 
Gandalf’s hat and prosthetics in 
minute detail - but this might be too 
much heightened reality for a 
sweeping fantasy that romanticises 
the bonds of trust between gung-ho 
brothers. 

Jackson opens his picture at Bag End 
with the elderly Bilbo (Ian Holm) 
penning a book to his cousin Frodo 
(Elijah Wood). 

We rewind 60 years to meet a young 
Bilbo (Martin Freeman) in the Shire 
as he encounters Gandalf (Sir Ian 
McKellen) and a 13-strong company 
of dwarves, who intend to reclaim 
their lost gold from the dragon 
Smaug in his mountain lair. 

After a sleepless night, Bilbo agrees

to accompany dwarf leader Thorin 
Oakenshield (Richard Armitage) and 
his troops on their perilous mission. 
En route, the brave souls encounter 
elvish allies including Elrond (Hugo 
Weaving) and Galadriel (Cate 
Blanchett), as well as the wretched 
Gollum (Andy Serkis) and the 
corpulent Goblin King (Barry 
Humphries). 

The Hobbit: An Unexpected Journey, 
which should perhaps be subtitled 
The Return Of The Fellowship Of A 
King, reunites Jackson with cast and 
crew of The Lord Of The Rings trilogy 
including cinematographer Andrew 
Leslie and composer Howard Shore. 
The writer-director employs the same 
visual lexicon: sweeping aerial shots 
of characters traipsing over New 
Zealand landscapes, close-ups of 
ethereal figures in deep 
contemplation. 

Nerve-racking scenes with Gollum 
are undoubtedly the highlight of this 
opening salvo. But an hour of 
substance is stretched to 166 minutes 
of digital trickery and breathless 
action sequences including a 
protracted chase through the 
subterranean lair of the goblins. 

One plot strand, involving a 
Necromancer gaining power in his 
stronghold at Dol Guldur, dangles 
tantalisingly in the background and 
will presumably be stitched into the 



narrative in the second film. 
While some of the dwarves, 
notably Balin (Ken Stott) and 
Bofur (James Nesbitt), are 
gifted scenes to illustrate 
their personalities, most of 
Thorin’s motley crew are 
indistinguishable aside 
from their rhyming names. 
Freeman brings a touch of 
humour to his pint-sized 
weakling, who learns that 
“true courage is knowing not 
when to take a life but when to 
spare one”. 

McKellen and co ease back 
into familiar supporting 
roles and Armitage 
swaggers as the vengeful 
son, who allows rage to 
cloud his judgement at a 
vital juncture. 

The next two chapters, 
Desolation Of Smaug and 
There And Back Again, will 
be released in 2013 and 2014.

In any market, the conversation 
often revolves around the likely 
future of house prices. Will they go 
up, will they go down, will they 
remain stable? 

Even the most credible authorities 
tend to disagree on the direction of 
property prices and sales volumes, 
so where does that leave the 
humble consumer?

... the local experts 
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F ORD’S latest Fiesta looks very 
different to that which has gone 
before but it’s probably not as 
radical under the skin as you might 
expect. 

Still, the introduction of the excellent 
1.0-litre three-cylinder Ecoboost 
engine is extremely welcome. 

Certain realities exist in the 
supermini market. The additional cost 
of diesel engines rarely makes them 
big sellers, so this is where the state- 
of-the-art in petrol engines is often 
played out. 

Right now, Ford’s 1.0-litre Ecoboost 
three-cylinder unit is looking like it 
might just be in the box seat. It’s 
available in both 100 and 125PS 
guises and it’s already been a big hit 
in the Focus, winning the 2012 
International Engine of the Year 
award along the way. 

With less lard to lug around in this 
installation it’s pretty vivid, especially 
in 125PS form, getting the Fiesta to 
62mph in just 9.4 seconds. There’s 
also an 80PS 1.0-litre and a 75PS 1.5- 
litre Duratorq TDCi diesel. 


Customers also get to pick from a 
95PS 1.6 TDCi ECOnetic diesel, a 
105PS Ti-VCT petrol 1.6 and 60 or 
82PS versions of the rather old 1.25- 
litre engine. 

The Fiesta has long been one of the 
very best superminis to drive. Expect 
that still to be the case, even though 
here the underbody changes are 
relatively few. Ford has developed 
new chassis and suspension 
components to improve the ride 
quality and refinement of the car and 
further refined the Ford Electronic 
Power Assisted Steering system. 


There’s also the option of the 
company’s clever six-speed sequential 
Powershift transmission. Those who 
really enjoy a fun steer will no doubt 
gravitate towards the 180PS 1.6-litre 
EcoBoost engine fitted to the Fiesta 
ST model. 

That massive trapezoidal front grille 
might have a few people looking 
twice and wondering whether an 
Aston Martin Cygnet is attempting an 
overtake. So yes, it’s certainly 
distinctive - but not an unattractive 
feature and something that works well 
with the Fiesta’s shape. 


The Ford Fiesta has always been a 
vehicle that the British public has 
warmed to. There’s an unpretentious 
quality to it and a focus on providing 
the things that really matter to small 
car buyers - fun handling, an 
affordable asking price, low running 
costs and decent accommodation and 
space. 

Now you can add strong safety 
provision and low emissions to that 
list as well. 

The latest car has a polish and self 
belief that we’ve never seen from the 
Fiesta before. In short, this blue collar 


car has made good. 

Highlights? It’s tough to know where 
to start. The 1.0-litre Ecoboost engine 
is undoubtedly the ace in the hole, but 
don’t overlook the ECOnetic diesel 
either. 

The Powershift transmission is worth 
investigation, too, especially if you’re 
driving in town and want to give the 
clutch leg a rest. 

With some genuinely intriguing 
safety and communications systems, 
this newly improved Fiesta looks set 
to stay at number one for some time 
yet.

Raiders set to 
move to Kent

RYE House will not be entering a 
team in the National League next 
season for the first time in over a 
decade, relocating instead to 
Central Park Stadium, 
Sittingbourne. 

The former Hoddesdon-based team 
will be part of what promoter Len 
Silver describes as an ‘exciting speed¬ 
way venture’ where the new side will 
be known as Kent. 

It will be largely made up of Rye House 
contracted riders including Ben Morley, 
David Mason and Connor Coles - with 
Steve Boxall another possible name to don 
a new race jacket. 

Silver said: “This is a better opportunity 
for far more meetings for our riders, who 
will make better progress as a result. 

“We will still stage a few meetings with 
them at Hoddesdon during the season on 
dates when our senior team are racing away 
from home at Workington and Berwick. 

“It was always difficult to fit in all the 
league commitments, and this plan provides 
the best of both worlds, with our riders get¬ 
ting better training and not quite such a hec¬ 
tic programme at Hoddesdon. 

“I’m extremely happy about the move. It 
takes a lot of the pressure and expense away 
of staging 10 or 12 National League meet¬ 
ings at Rye House. 

“It’s the first time since the year 2000 
when I took over that we haven’t had a team 
in the third tier - but in a sense we will have 
as they are our riders riding in Kent.” 

Silver stressed the training school and 
Pocket Rockets would still be running as 
normal at Hoddesdon. 

“Developing riders has always been an 
important part of the Rye House set-up and 
that is very much still the case,” added 
Silver. 

’’Connor Coles is one example who will 


benefit from the move to Kent. He started 
off in our training school, then the Pocket 
Rockets and Raiders. 

“Now he will be part of the new set-up, 
and whereas he was only getting occasional 
rides before, he will now have a full pro¬ 
gramme.” 

Roger Ceams, who is the chief executive 
officer at Central Park Stadium, and already 
responsible for the successful greyhound 
racing operation there, has applied to the 
British Speedway Promoters’ Association 
for a licence to run speedway in his stadi¬ 
um. 

Although Cearns has some background 
in the sport having been involved at 
Hackney during its latter years, he is being 
assisted by Silver. 

It is planned to run a team in the National 
League for 2013 operating on Monday 
evenings, with May 6 pencilled in as the 
opening date. 

Apart from Bank Holidays (when meet¬ 
ings will start at 3pm), normal Mondays 


will see a 6.30pm start with a council- 
imposed curfew of 8.30pm. 

A total of 20 meetings are scheduled for 
2013. If the venture is successful then Kent 
will race two seasons at National League 
level and then apply to move into the 
Premier League. 

The track, currently under construction, 
will measure 264 metres, with wide corners 
to encourage plenty of passing manoeuvres. 

The stadium itself will have over 2,000 
seats plus a restaurant and corporate enter¬ 
tainment suites, bars and fast food outlets. 

Ceams said: “My family has a long tradi¬ 
tion in speedway and was very much 
involved with stadium building in the early 
days, particularly in London. 

“This project at Sittingbourne has taken 
many years to get off the ground and it is 
very gratifying that we are at last under 
way. 

“I am pleased to have Len (Silver) along¬ 
side to help me and I am very confident that 
together we can make it a success.”

G'day for GB duo in 
Australian Youth 
Olympics call-up 

A GOLF ace and a talented basketball player from 
Harlow have been selected to represent Great 
Britain at the Australian Youth Olympic Games 
(AYOG) next month. 

Joshua Steel, from The Hoo, and golfing sensa¬ 
tion Gabriella Cowley will be competing at the 
Sydney International Regatta Centre in New South 
Wales from January 16-20. 

Cowley (16) won the Scottish U-16 Open 
strokeplay championship at Strathmore in April 
this year. 

She secured victory with two rounds of 73 and 
was one shot ahead of second-placed Italian golfer 
Ludovica Farina (74 and 73).
